Carnarvon, Wales, October 10.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George, in a Aghting 
speech to his welsh constitdéents, 


what was intended also for the 
world-at-large, declared that the 
government intended to restore or- 
der in Ireland by “methods, how- 
ever, stern” and proceed with its 
home-rule bill. 

The prime minister turned down 
dominion home rule, protesting 
against the suggestions that the 
government sho;ld go farther than 
did Gladstone or Asquith, “not be- 
cause Ireland needs it, not because 
it is fair to the United Kingdom, 
but bevfhuse crime has been suc- 
cessful.” , 

A republic, he insisted, would not 
satisfy Irishmen, as “Ulster would 
have something to say to that.” 

' Trfbate te the Police. 

Nothing which has happened in 
the past, continued the premier, 
would justify the present conditions 
in Ireland and, after giving figures 
on the number of police killed, he 
said: “The police have endured this 
state of things in a way which {fs 


| the highest testimony to their dis- 


cipline. and self-restraint. There 
is no doubt that at last their pa- 
‘tience has given way and there has 
been some severe hitting back.” 
The premier declared that “a real 
murder gang” is dominating Ire- 
land, making it impossible fer rea- 
e men to «me together to 
consider the best way to govern the 
country. “It is essential," he went 
on, “in the interest of freland-t! 
the gang should be broken up, and 
unless I am nistaken we shall do it, 
But side by side with that we mus 
proceed with the measute for self- 
government in. Ireland.” : 
The premier advocated the resto- 
ration of Yrdér, even ‘if.it entailed 
stern methods, because “we cannot 
permit the @ountry to fall into com- 
plete anarchy.” The “murderous

Perry Adair had just left his 
father’s reSidence at 1098 Ponce de 
Leon avenue, when his car collid- 
ed with the automobile of Miss Lil- 
lalouise Smith, of Euclid avenue. W. 
E. Dobbins, Jr., of 1020 East’ North 
avenue, Miss Smith’s companjon, 
sustained injuries to his left arm. 
Both cars were badly damaged, and 
Dobbins was rushed to a. physician's 
office for treatment. The accident 
occurred between the Adair home 
and the residence of Asa G. Candler. 
Adair said that the bright lfghts of 
the two machines blinded the driv- 
ers, 

x \ Soldier Is Fined. 

Albert Cummings, driver of a 
supply truck of the Sixty-first in- 
fantry, Camp Gordon, was fined $26 
by Judge Johnson Saturday morn- 
ing, on a charge of reckless driv- 
ing.

The girl said Mathias asked her 
to go to the second floor of a near- 
by house and awaken a friend of 
his. When she went into the door- 
|way the man followed, she said, and 
attacked her. ' 
| When she screamed for help 
|'Mathias ran into the street, the 
girl following. She told her story 
to passers-by and a chase after 
Mathias was started, pursuers in- 
creasing until they numbered near- 
ly 500. The fugitive was’ finally 
tripped up by a man who came out 
of a garage. A rope was obtained 
and plans perfected for the lynch- 
ing when two policemen arrived, 
and, with drawn revolvers, effected 
bis rescue.

“This 
character of lawlessness,” the proc- 
lamation said, “deliberately violates 


one of the fundamental purposes for 
which government is established, 
and threatens to: substitute for or- 
derly government a reign of terror 
and violence.

TIME TO GET TO. EARTH,

Senator ‘Thinks “Tdealis- 
tic Notions. Should Be 
Put Aside and Workaday 


Given Attention. 


Again thrusting at the foreign pol- 
icy of the Wilson administration, 
Senator Harding told the voters of 
democratic Oklahoma tonight that 
while the American government was 
beguiling them with idealistic no- 
tions of a new social era, the other 
nations had reached out to domi- 
nate the commerce and industry of 
the world through control of the 
petroleum supply. 

British interests in particular, he 
declared, had put their hands on pe- 
troleum resources in many quarters 
of the globe, foreseeing, a day when 
oll would become the mainspring 
of transportation and . material 
progress. He said it was high time 
the United States also gave atten- 
tion to material well being and 
stood behind American promoters in 
their effort to give the nation a 
self-reliant’ place in industry. 

Questiqning whether other powers 
have “taken very seriously” the 
“self-abnegating aims which the 
Washington government has been 
proclaiming,” the senator also as- 
sailed again the Paris league of na- 
tions, and said he wanted no voter 
to be in dowht about his determina- 
tion to stay out of the covenant. In- 
spiring as a plan of world peace 
might be, he declared, the nation’s 
slogan in all its policies must 
“America first.”

It is not improbable cnac Wiainne, 
however, will not-renly elect Tag- 
gart, but give Cox her electoral vote, 
for the ‘resentment at Harding's 
complete flopover to the Johnson- 
Borah faction, and his open avowal 
for a separate treaty with Germany 
has alienated thousands. of pro- 
league republicans, as Governor C6x 
ascertained today at Bloomingtgn, 
Sullivan and Terre Haute.

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Police Quarantine. 


‘If an agreement can be made 
through the state departments of 
agriculture whereby the fourteen 
cotfon states, through their boards 
of entomology, can put on a palice 
quarantine next year, prohibiting 
the planting of a single acre to cot- 
ton, then J would suggest that there 
be not a single stalk of cotton 
planted in 1921. Let the quarantine 
be established for the extermina- 
tion of the boll weevil which could 
be accomplished absolutely by this 
method; and we could then get as 
much for the present crop as for 
the two combined, if this pian were 
followed. 

“Under this plan, the south 
would become absolute sellers of 
food and feed products, and we 
would then be in a position to ask 
the world just how much cotton is 
wanted, and to make that much, 
and no more. 

“Tf we could know in advance, as 
the mills do, that we would make 
and market our product on a basis 
of reasonable profit above the cost 
of production, we could make just 
what is needed to satisfy world de- 
mand. 

Must Assume Profit. 


"In the absence of that knowl- 
edge, we must, for our own: protec- 
tion, get production down to a basis 
of just enough to make a market 
that would give the farmer a rea- 
sonable margin of profit above the 
cost of production and, atthe same 
time, enable him to pay to labor 
the same relative wages as those 
which prevail n the ordinary indus- 
trial lines. 

“We are in hopes of being. able to 
accomplish in the Washington meet- 
ing something which will encourage 
the cotton producer in the matter 
of the value of the present crop 
holdigs by showing to those in :au- 
thority that their arbitrary plan of 
deflation is as sure to destroy Amer- 
ican agriculture as a profitable in- 
dustry, and reduce farm life to one 
of complete slave production. Pro- 
fessor Houston's policies are leading , 
us to such deplorable conditions a 
fast as time can pass. 

“Who said, -‘Stay away from 
Washington?’ May God have mercy 
upon his vision. Get those enemies 
of the farmers in Washington: in 
line for a square deal for the farm- 
ers, and a fair price for every farm 
product will come in thirty days. 
Let them terat the farmer as thev 
have other interests, and he will

Description of. the > esults for 
France of the rejection. of the 
peace treaty by tne United States 
Senate and an explanation of the 
growth of feeling against this coun- 
try, is given in an interview with 
Captain Julian Haris, former At- 
lantan, who has returned: to this 
city on a visit, having been general 
manager fortwo years of the Paris 
edition of The New York Herald. 

This is the second interview Cap- 
tain Harris, who was at one time 
managing editor of The Conetiteu- 
tion, has given this paper on Eu- 
ropean apd more‘especially French 
conditions, the previous article hav- 
ing appetred last Sunday. 

“Therdé is no biy&tery about ,the 
feeling ‘whith gradually’ grew. In 
France against the.’United Btates,’ 
sys Captain Harris.** “Im the first 
place, the original enthusiasm of the 


¥rench, which was_incandescent in 


its ardor, could not be* mafntained& 
at that heat. The record of. unbro- 
kencheesing ataconvention\ is, I 
believe, about two hours. The 
French greeted us frenzicdly for 
months in 1917, and the cheering 
cointinued unti] the end of 1918— 
something more than two years. 
and a h@#lif—more than 22,000 hours. 
“When’ the armistice was under 
discussion, there were a number of 
French leaders who wished to con- 
tinue fighting until the Germans 
were driven to the right bank of 
the Rhine. The failure to do this 
was attributed to Presiednt Wil- 
son’s influence: this belief is, in a 
large measure, true, but there were 
many leaders among the French and 
British who were in full accord with 
Mr. Wilson’s views in this matter. 
Asdaysand months passed opinion 
that the armistice had arrived too 
soon, became general in France. 
Impatient Over Treaty. 
“Another point of French ir- 
ritatino was the leisurely fash- 


urely fashion in which the 
treaty of peace was made. The 


league of nations had to be incu- 
bated, nourished and reared, before 
Germany could be given the terms 
of peace. The large majority of 
the French people and their lead- 
ers wanted first and immediatlely 
a practical peace treaty, and then, 
if anybody desired it, a league of 
nations.

He tried to enlarge his 
stomach (with every conceivable 
eoncoction; and being unaccustom- 
ed to suéh indulgence the more he 
drank the smaller his judgment be- 
came. The effect upon Uncle Sam’s 
boys of being put in easy contact 
with the tasty wines, burning bran- 
dies and seductive liquors of sunny 
France earned for us the reputa- 
tion of being a country of inebri- 
ates. From June, 1919, to December, 
of the same year, I saw too much 
drinking among officers. The Amer- 
ican civilian was, and still is, put- 
ting down more than his share of 
stimulants. It is also true that the 
senSeless drinking of Americans 
disgusted even French women 9f a 
certain type and morals, but “the 
large“pay of our soldiers kept the 
balance in their favor. But with 
the better class of the French the 
prestige of our soldiers suffered, 
for the French are a temperate 
people and dislike excesses. 

The Doughboy’s Viewpoint. 

‘You ask if our soldiers were 
not also the victims of a disillu- 
sionment. They went to France to 
save historic friends and found 
themselves in the clutch of profi- 
teers. How did it come about? I 
address myself to the soldiers who 
went to France: ‘You remember 
when you received your first fistful] 
of French paper money—ragged, 
soiled, torn, lacking that fibre and 
feel our own bank notes possess. 
It looked like next door to noth- 
ing. You hated to have it clutter- 
ing your pockets. Do you remem- 
ber your first purchase? When you 
paid your three-franc purchase with 
a five-franc note the shopkeeper 


was handing you as change two 
dirty little one-franc notes. You

“Already, among the lower and 
middle class French there had been 
aroused a sentiment against the 
American soldier. First hand, the 
majority of our officérs and many 
of our men went to France not only 
to save it, but to show t French, 
and British, too, just Me the lat- 
ter had failed to beat the Germans. 
and why. This attitude of so many 
of our soldiers was eventually 
warshocked into a state of atrophy, 
but not before it had had an unr 
temper. of 
their war-worn comrades, It may 
be said, also, that the Fretich «peo- 
ple, as a whole, did not redlize that 
ment must inevitably be composed of 
every class of humanity—excellent, 
good, indifferent: bad and crimiral. 
The French greeted them -all as 
saviors,and didnot seek to analyze 
the composition of this heaven-sent 
body of eager young men. The 
women were ardent in their greet- 
ings because the majority of them 
saw in the American soldiers men 
who would release husband, or son, 
or sweetheart, from the terrible 
trench warfare and +bring more 
quickly to an end the devastating 
struggle. Just.as war, or any other 
crisis, often brings out the best in 
men, it frequently brings out the 
worst. So, when some of ouf young 
Galahads began to run wild in 
France from various causes—free- 
dom from home restraint and liquor 
being among the leaders—the 
French suffered the shock of disillu- 
sionment. The Amercans behaved. 
as &@ mass, nO worse—perhaps bet- 
ter—than any other soldiers similar- 
ly situated. But the French peo- 
ple had idealized our soldiers, and 
their disapointment was, therefore, 
the more bitter. 
‘Equally-important, as a factor in 
ding to French feeling against 
our soldiers was the pay of the 
American private and oficer, which 
was princely compared to the sti- 
pend aid to the French fighters. It 
is true that the pay of the French 
warriors had just been doubled—an 
increase from 5 cents to 10 cents a 
day, a total of 15 francs a month: 
but the American private was re- 
ceiving $30 a month, which then 


was about 165 francs, or ten times 
as much as the poilu was paid. In 
other words, the American had the

waved them away. The second 
American soldier followed suit, but 
the third one found the price of the 
article had been -raised to five 
francs. That shopkeeper reasoned: 
“if ET don’t get those two extra 
frances, somebody else will.’ wher- 
ever you went prices were raised. 
The French consumer had to pay 
more,’and he was sore on you. Your 
mess sergeants tried to outbid each { 
other; there was a fixed price in 
the markets, but the mess chief 
took a car into, the farm country 
and paid more than the market 
value to feed you well. Then the 
farmer stayed at home, and the 
townspeople found everything run- 
ning short. Is it any wonder thaf 
when you were throwing * money 
away there were Frenchmen on 
hand to pick it up? Try tossing 
pennies out of a window in Deca- 
tur, street, or diamonds into the 
New York stock exchange during 
a session. 

“*But you were not the only cause 
of what in many cases you thought 
was profiteering. While the in- 
crease in the United States, calcu- 
lated on forty-five different foods 
and industria] products, amounted 
in the first Six months of 1918 to 
210 per cent on the former cost, 
in France it rose to 384 per cent 
on food and 434 per cent on man- 
ufactured materials. Another trou- 
ble was the exchange. You were 
receiving the normal—a few cents 
more than five francs to the dollar. 
This was Pecause the American, 
French and British governments 
were working together to prevent 
the franc and pound from droep- 
ping. So it wasn’t entirely profi- 
teering after all. If: you want. to 
hear about real profiteering ask any 
officer who was sentenced to serve 
during the war in Washington, D. 
C.—a patriotic American city, 
where in a number of instances 
men in the army bought homes out- 
right because they couldn’t afford 
to pay the rent that was demand- 
ed.’ 

“Another belief that many of our 
soldiers brought back ‘from France 
is that the greater part of’ ‘the 
French women are immoral. This) 
is untrue. It was rare for\éither 
officers or men to meet the bet- 
ter class of French women. This 
I give you gor what is is Worth: 
Many Englishmen told me that con- 
ditions in England were worse than 
in France, and if there wasn’t more 
immorality in England it was be- 
cause there were fewer soldiers 
there! Another fet#ture of French 
manners or customs that confused 
our goldiers was that when they 
spoke to & Woman on the street 
she’ never seemed to be insulted. 
If a woman in France is approach- 
ed by a man and he is mistaken 
in the type, she either silently 
walks on or excuses herself. The 
American still believes the woman 
immoral, because if he had made 
that mistake back home the lady 
would have. called a _ policeman.

It was 
probably a fine political move for 
their party when the republican 
senators smashed Mr. Wilson's 
peace treaty and league, but it was 
a tragedy for the French people 
They were at first*furious against 
the American people, but as they 
gradudliy learned that under our 
laws and our constitution, which 
had been more or less-shelved dur- 
ing the war, the senate was within 
its rights and that Mr. ilson was 
all along cognizant of the actual 
situation, they turned against the 
latter. Clemenceau came in for bit- 
ter criticism also; he had won the 
victory and lost the peace—and his 
defeat as presidential candidate fol- 
lowed.

We 
are going to lose more in the fu- 
ture in the commercial and the 
financial fields unless We have some 
form of participation in foreign af- 
fairs. Just how far we should go 
and how we should do it L am:as 
unpreparéd to say as the majority 
of the United States senators who 
so successfully provincialized an 
international situation.”

That the contract Between the 
municipality of Decatur and. the 
Georkia Railway and Power com- 
pany, specifying the perpetuation 
of a 5-cent fare. for . interurban 
travel, “is as solid as rock,” is the 
statement. of Attorney J. Howell 
Greene, who drew up the contract 
in 1903, as “the outcome of a com- 
promise hetween the parties, the 
consideration of which was the 
granting to the company the privi- 
lege to take up certain useless 
lines which they had bought from 
other companies.” This statement 
was made stibsequent to the mass 
meeting held by.Decatur citizens 
on Friday night, at which it was 
voted, to enjoin the power com- 
pany from putting-into effect on 
‘October 20 the proposed incre 


in fares, and to raise a fund with 
which to fight the’ case. 

In the event that the courts re- 
fuse to grant the injunction to be 
requested against the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, it is pro- 
posed that citizens of Decatur fre- 
fuse to pay more than five cents to 
conductars on the Decatur lines.

Washington, October. 9.—Sale of 
the government’s emergency’ built 


fleet of wooden ships to foreign 
buyers was under consideration to- 
night at the shipping board, but 
definite action on such a plan prob- 
ably wll be deferred, officials said, 
until President Wilson appoints the 
new board created by the mérchant 
marine act. «. . 

Built at an estimated cost of $170 
three* attempts 
in recent months to sell the ships 
to American buyers have resulted in 
offers—the highest at 
about $12 a ton—for the fleet of 285 
steamers aggregating more than l,- 
000,000 deadweight tons. Faced with 
what some officials consider the 
demonstrated certainty that these 
ships cannot be sold in this coun- 
try the only alternative left, it was 
asserted, was to dispose of them 
abroad. 

Sale to foreign buyers would re- 
quire, under the act, the approval 
of five members of the shipping 
board. At present Chairman Bene 
son and Commissioner Donald are 
the only two members in office 
which led officials to the conelu- 
sion that the matter would await 
appontment of the new board. It 
has been suggested, however, that 
the board might sell the ships to 
American purchasers for resale to 
foreign*buyers, which requires only 
the approval of the board as now 
constituted.

the noted church man—His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, who, though 
he has always opposed woman’s suffrage, was among the first to express 
himself after the suffrage victory, when he said: 

“Now that womien bave been given the vote, they should exercise 
the privilege, ‘not only as right, but as a duty.’ | 

“While I always have been opposed to woman suffrage, because | 
felt that suffrage would withdraw them from the more delicate and 
more sacred pursuits of home Hfe,” said the cardinal, “now that they 
have been given the vote, I urge upon all of them the exercise of that 
suffrage not only as a right, but as a.duty. They should exercise that 
duty intelligently. ; 

“It is their duty, both to register and vote, and especially in the 
coming presidential election. They should vote for the candidate who 
will, in their opinion, contribute best to the material and social progress 
of the state.” ; 

As deeply as the cardinal may have felt about woman’s suffrage, 
being the sane and sage great citizen that he is, he had studied the 
question sufficiently to know why he opposed it, and to be able to give 


a mighty good reason for it. 
When the victory to the women came, with that spirit of kindliness 


which his followers admire and love in him, he at once set at rest any) 


scuples there might be about their enjoying the rights of citizenship— 
the gentler sex in his church flock—and he at once adminished them to 
be citizens and intelligent good gitizens at that. 

But what is going to be the attitude of those great male anlti- 
suffragists, who have “fought, bled, and died,” opposing woman’s suf- 
frage because of their chivalry. 

. It is “not to worry” about the female anti-suffragists. They will 
be absorbed in the great woman voice and vote—and their wilfulness 
forgiven, but the man who has died in the cause of chivalry,—how is 
he going to rise again and run for a political office, in the face of the 
woman vote he will have to ask for if he is to get it. 

Women often keep diaries. They are masters of memory and 
“association of ideas” when they are interested in anything vitally. 
They can remember a thing they have read and just the position in a 
book or paper in which they read it, years before. They can find 
something in a newspaper file, which even a male office seeker would 
give up as gone.

In a recent interview in Itaiy con- 
cerning the kind of orchestra with 
which he will tour America this 
winter, Toscanini made the follow- 
ing characteristic statement which 
might be read with profit in this 
country by others than conductors: 

“T want an orchestra of young 
players. I prefer young men for a 
symphonic body because, not hav- 
ing as yet lost their illusious 
through contact with life, they are 
capable of greater warmth, greater 
enthusiasm, and the maximum In 
good performance. In art we,must 
be prodigal with our energy, not 
avaricious of our own strength. 
When I am conducting I always 
spénd a full 100 per cent. more tha: 
I have to give; and I have no pa- 
tience with people who wis to 
economize their effort and who are 
afraid of tiring themselves. I can- 
not look upon the orchestra musi- 
Cians as common laborers, who put 
in their eight®hours, doing as little 
as they can, and the moment-.the 
whistle blows stop driving the nail 
they were at and leave it half in; 
half out the wood. I have quite a 
different and a far higher opinion 
of the orchestra player—I think he 
is an artist, and I want to keep on 
thinking him one, and keep on be- 
jung proud of him.”

inheritance, of allthose peoples who 
have nedibies the Christian faith. 
It is, in fact, one of the world’s 
great stories of woman’s sacrifice, 


and therefore is part and parcel of 
our world heritage, as mutch an 
American subject as that of ‘Sa- 
lome’ was German in the eyes of 
Richard Strauss."’

Why It’s There. 

Thousands, or better said, millions 
of such questions, of which requires 
investigation of a nature just as in- 
volved, constitute the reason why the 
research department, one of the larg- 
est film-producing plants, is one of the 
most important and one of the busiest 
“departments in the entire work of the 
production of motion picture dramas 
for release. 

One of the most important problems 
in the production of the modern motion 
picture, is to make it truthful. The 
motion picture must not lie. Because 
of the millions of peopleall over the 
world who look upon the picture, its 
powers as an educational factor are 
tremendous. It can either misguide 
the world or it can tell and show facts, 
and producers are daily becoming 
more conscientious of the gravity and 
importance of their duty to the world 
in an educational way—of the great 
power that lies in “their hands of 
either promoting world education by 
presenting facts, or injuring world ed- 
ucation by presenting misrepresenta- 
tions or vague, untruthful ideas of 
supposed facts. They are daily be- 
coming more conscious of this power 
and of the realization that it must,not 
be abused. 

Happily, the producers at the Lasky 
studio are in a position to present the 
real facts, thanks to the untiring en- 
ergy of this important department. 
They never take anything for granted, 
or assume a fact and go ahead without 
making certain. They ascertain the 
real truth and incorporate it into the 
picture. 

Entails Much Work. 

One can easily imagine the tre- 
mendous amount of work and detail 
that falls upon ique department 
as a result of oth a policy. With 
eight or nine pictures in production at 


ad

one time, and research work to be done 
on each individual picture, the work of 
the department is colossal. It is the 
educational center of the studio. One 
could sit down in this department and 
take a comprehensive trip over the en- 
tire globe. 


‘To write a story about the research 


department in one installment is al- 
most like telling the story of the 
world war in ten minutes, because the 
research department is a compendium 
of all human knowledge, past, present 
and future—a source where any fact 
under the sun might be found, but a 
good idea of the department and its 
work and what it contains can be con- 
veyed by a representative smattering 
of ideas. 
How It Is Done, 

When a story is first being prepared 
for production, the scenario writer co- 
operates with the reference depart- 
ment and asks for pointers and con- 
crete information on certain technical 
phases of the story. Often the sug- 
gestions of the deparment open up new 
ideas to the scenarists. The depart- 
ment furnishes the scenarist with a 


“synopsis covering all the facts of any 


certain proposition under considera- 
tion in the story. When the scenario 
is finished, a copy of the same is 
handed to the research department and 
its work on that picture is continued. 
The scenario is read and a list is made 
of all the information that will be re- 
quired during production, concerning 
other phases, in the same manner that 
the property man makes a list of 
necessary properties. Some pictures, 
of course, require more work of this 
kind than others. For instance, a pic- 
ture in which many of the scenes are 
laid in a foreign country, ~ naturally 
calls for an immense amount of re- 
search and investigation by this de- 
partment as to the manners, customs, 
costumes, architecture properties, the 
people and their characteristics and a 


wealth of other details concerning the 


country or locale in which the scenes 
are supposedly to be filmed, and of 
which they will be representative. 
Often a picture contains a vision scene 
which will date back into past history. 
For instance, in “Everywoman,” there 
were several elaborate visions. One 
of these was based upon a court scene 
of the Louis XIV. period. The archi- 
tecture, the court manners, the cos- 
tumes, furnishings and other details 
all had to be Investigated and present- 
ed in concrete form by this depart- 
ment, 

Co-operates With All Departments. 

The research. department co-oper- 
ates, in its work, with all the other 
studio departments, including the 
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wardrobe, property, sculpture or plas- 
ter, architectural, scenario, property 
and title departments. For example, 


when the architectural department re- 


ceived orders to build a setting of an 
opium den and prize-fighers ring such 
as is seen in Shanghai, China, they 
called upon the research department 
for a photograph, if such be obtained, 
of such an interior, and if the photo- 
graph could not be obtained, of a mi- 


nute and accurate description of such * 


a setting. 

The property department might re- 
ceive orders for furniture or proper- 
ties of an ancient mediaeval or modern 
period. to agen *ye setting. The 
property department obtains from the 
reference department photos or de- 
scriptions of such furniture or prop- 
erties and then proceeds with its work. 

The plaster department might re- 
ceive instructions to make a duplicate 
or a certain famous work of sculp- 
tural art, and ancient frieze or a fig- 
ure of Greek, Roman or Teutonic 
sculpture. But the plaster department 
1s powerless until the research depart- 
ment has provided it with a photo- 
graph of this certain piece of art, from 
which it can make the copy. 

Get What They Want. 

The research department can not al- 
ways obtain its information.in books 
and references on hand—it is often 
compelled to go outside or to seek in 
unthought of places, the information it 
requires. That is all left up to the 
people who conduct the department. 


The means is their worry. The direc- 
tor or producer merely says—‘“I want 
this” or “I want that,” and it is up to 
the research department to find it. 

It might be of interest to glimpse 
the various sources from which the 
department obtaihs its varied informa- 
tion. -It possesses a comprehensive 
library and each and every book and 
periodical therein is rich in facts, pho- 
tographs and picturesque descriptions 
of everything of pictorial value. Be- 
sides its own library, the de ent 
has the splendid co-operation of the 
Los Angeles public library, and the 
shelves of that great civic instiution 
are open at all times to the studio re- 
search workers. The department is 
allowed twenty library cards. Three 
books may be taken out upon each of 
these cards and at no time are any 
of the cards idle. Thus, the depart- 
ment makes continual, usé of sixty 
books -from the Los Angeles library 
and these books are continually being 
changed. This means that every two 
weeks sixty different books are in- 
spected and studied and all facts 
which might possibly be used in pic- 
ture production are indexed and all 
illustrations which might possibly 
prove of value at any later date, are 
photographed and filed. 

Thus, it will be observed that the 
department does not work only upon 
demands of present pictures, but is 
continually working ahead, laying up 
information which might be of value 
at any future time and each day be- 


coming more efficient and more able 
to meet the demands of production 
work. 

Plan Ahead. 

“We must continually work ahead,” 
says Miss Ray Telfer, assistant to 
Elizabeth McGaffey, the organizer and 
head of the department. “We receive 
a copy of the scenario and begin our 


work just as soon‘’as any of the other. 


departments. The -directors or other 


departments often come in in a terri- 


ble rush and want something that vey 
day or wihin the next few minutes. So 
we must’anticipate their very wishes, 
and as a general rule, we are usually 
at work upon the very proposition they 
seek, at the moment they seek it. 

The following literary works are 
among the most valuable the many 
volumes on the shelves of, the studio 
department library:

Screen success depends on 
“natural” charm and ability—and 
certainly the girl isn’t “natural” 
who feels that external aids are 
needed to make her appear at her 
best, 

Deeper than that, however, is the 
reason that make-up, presented to 
the human eye across a casting di- 
rector’s desk, destroys those fleet- 
ing changes of expression that tell 
whether or not a girl has dramatic 
possibilities. The come-and-go of 
blood in the skin is a guide that 
the trained casting expert has come 
to watch with exceeding care. The 
wise girl will not ‘hamper her 
chances by excessive use of cos- 
metics. 

The eontes of good taste also 
enters into the situation. A cast- 
Ling director seeking for some one 
to interpret a woman of careful 
breeding, for instance, would pick 
a girl who really looked the lady— 
who in her manner and deportment 
portrayed the good judgment and 
poise she was later to depict upon 
the screen. 

Particularly a young girl should 
be careful about painting. With 
the natural complexion of youth— 
there is no excuse for ill-timed use 
of lip sticks,. eyebrow pencils, 
rouge, etc.

Old, But Still Active as 


Screen Player. 


Do you want to live a long, long 
time—a hundred years, at least? 

If so, the thing to do igs to fol- 
low the recipe of one who has done 
this. Uncle John Curry, who plays 
the role of Uncle Abé\in George 
Melford’s latest production, “The 
Faith Healer,” now being filmed, 
has ‘demonstrated. 

Uncle John is close on to the 
hundred mark, perahps, more, and 
he is still an active interpreter of 
screen character. Just how old he 
is, -old Uncle Jéhn, doesn’t» know, 
nor does anyone else—in fact, that 
is the very secret of His ripe. old 
age—but those who have done any 
calculating on the subject of his 
years, say he has almost covered a 
century. The recipe is this: Just 
forget your age and don’t try to 
remember how old you are.

G. O. P. AND THE LEAGUE. 
Every day the affairs of the 
republican organization become 
more hopelessly muddled so far as 
they are affected by the attitude 
of the party’s leaders, headed by 
its nominee for president, toward 
the league of nations—the para- 
mount issue in the campaign. 

Just where Senator Harding 
stands on that issue is what the 
voters of America would like to 
know. 

They know where the Borah- 
Johnson-Brandegee “irreconeilibles” 
stand: Positively, bitterly, irre- 
vocably against the league of na- 
tions in any form. 

They know where the Taft-Root- 
Wickersham element of republi- 
canism stands: Positively and 
whole-heartedly in favor of the 
league of nations covenant, with- 
out reservations that would in any 
sense weaken it or change its 
meaning. 3 

But it is Harding who is is run- 
ning for president, and the Amer- 
ican people, to whom he is appeal- 
ing for votes, feel that they have 
a right to know precisely with 
which wing of the party his sym- 
pathies are and Harding, flounder- 
ing in perturbation, thus far has 
kept them guessing. 

At first, as he expressed it in 
his initial “front porch” campaign 
address, he said he was in favor 
of staying out of the league; then, 
seeing that such a position in- 
vite@, the resentment of the pro- 
league wing, he said he was in fa- 
vor of a “world court,” or an “in- 
ternational agreement,” or a league 
of nations by another name. 

Of course, as Harding should 
have foreseen, Borah afid Johnson 
and their co-bitter-enders raised a 
great rumpus about that and 
threatened to withdraw their serv- 
ices from the Harding campaign. 

Which was followed the other 
day by Harding’s declaration that 
his views “and those of Senators 
Borah and Johnson were in entire 
accord.” 

Now comes Borah, in a speech 
at Danbury, Conn., Monday, with 
the flat declaration that— 

“A league, concert, alliance, com- 
bination, co-partnership or associa- 
tlon—it is all the same to me I 
always have opposed and always 
will oppose such an allfance. There 
can be ne question of whom I am 
supporting for president.” 

“From his 18 months in the sen- 
ate,” said Borah to the press pre- 
ceding his address— 

“Senator Harding knows my 
views. If he accepts them then we 
are in perfect accord." 

The presumption is that Hard- 
ing was in his seat on the floor of 
the senate and heard Borah, during 
the treaty debate, declare that “if 
the republican party accepts the 
league of nations as provided for 
in the Versailles treaty, or if any 
part of it is accepted by the re- 
publican party, we shall see an 
American party that will take an 
opposite position,” or words to that 
effect. 
_ Undoubtedly, too, he read Bor- 
ah’s statement ‘fn the press, issued 
prior to the president’s return from 
Versailles and while the peace con- 
ference was stil] in session, to the 
effect that “I don’t care if Jesus 
Christ Himself is in favor of a 
league of nations, I am going to 
be against it.”

Dispatches from. Russia are tell- 


the army. Officials of sovietism 
are turning against their superiors. 
Civilians are rising. The red rec- 
ord of government by terrorism is 
palling upon its staunchest advo- 
cates. Out of the long list of un- 
fulfilled promises to the peasants 
discontent is leaping into flame. 
A. disillusioned, starving, war-sick 
people are facing winter. And a 
cry for peace is lifted up by the 
wretched and miserable. 

Lenine and Trotzky have met 
greater impedinents to their prog- 
ress of autocratic dogmatism and 
.have been victorious, but these are 
the first signs of internal disinte- 
gration. For the present these 
signs may possess no significance, 


ture they are full of deep portent. 

Izvestia, the official soviet organ, 
states that out of 1,500 industries 
in the bolshevist capital only 1,009 
are operating. Further, in a land 
where man power has been the 
cheapest commodity, there is a 55 
per cent shortage of man power in 


| the industries. 


As a result, in this new social 
order where production was to 
have béen for all alike, there is a 
decrease of 80 per cent in produc- 
tion. This is true despite the 
edict that everyone must work. 

The abolition of capital and 
property has. delivered the perpe- 
trators into the maw of immutable 
economic forces with which they 
are utterly unable to cope. 

Even in the individual soviets, or 
communistic groups, a fundamental 
failure is emerging to view shroud- 
ed in the horrors and sufferings of 
the sacrificed individual. It is the 
revelation of human nature react- 
ing in all {ts ecrudity to the burden 
of a social order unadapted to that 
nature. Altruism is insufficlent as 
a motive for the common good. 
Honte of position is inadequate as 
a reward for leadership. Lack of 
competition does not develop ex- 
ecutives. Capital has proven es- 
sential, but is not amassed without 
a personal incentive to economy. 

And with the scrapping of pri- 
vate property the consciousness of 
individual responsibility has sunk- 
en below the horizon of moral dis- 
tinctions., 

There can be no morality where 
there is no responsibility. Rob the 
peasant of his private property, 
small as it is, and law and educa- 
tion are purely negative for him. 
Government is a “verboten” rather 
than a positive promise. 

Lenine and Trotzky are now 
forced to recognize the principles 
recently ignored in the arrogant 
disdain of their newborn idealism. 
They now concede that capital is 


effort to establish credit promise 
to honor Russia’s repudiated debts. 
In like manner they follow the lead 
of the German socialists in per- 
mitting the private ownership of 
land in small quantities. 

Bolshevism was to have led the 
world into the Promised Land. 
True, British labor as yet main- 
tains the principle of “surplus 
wealth for the common good,” but 
only last week the American Fed- 
eration of Labor protested against 
that idea. Does not the present 
Russian regime stand upon the 
brink of a like declaration? ° 

So “no one knows what will 
come out of Russia,” but whatever 
it may be it will come with a red 
record of failure.

IS TOBACCO NEXT? 

As a result of the world war 
there came many changes in the 
social and economic phases of our 
life. There can be no doubt that 
the war hastened the passage of 
the nineteenth amendment, com- 


monly known as the national pro-/ 


hibition act. 

One hears on all sides now the 
query,. “Will tobacco be next to 
go?” and it is but natural tobacco 
looms up on the horizon as a na- 
tional question in which a great 
majority of the more than one hun- 
dred million people living in these 
United States are more than’ ordi- 
narily interested. 

A refreshing and, clarifying pre- 
sentment of the effects of tobacco 
is presented in the January issue 
of The Medical Record, written by 
W. A. Bloedorn, A. M., M. D., lieu- 
tenant commander medical corps, 
U. S. navy. 3 

Commander Bloedorn shows the 
effects of Lady Nicotine, both men- 
tally and physically, and reaches 
the same conclusion that it is the 
abuse of tobacco instead of its use 
which is responsible for the harm 
it may do. 

The tobacco habit may be jiken- 
ed in many respects to the tea 
and coffee habit. In themselves 
they cannot be classed as foods, or 
even necessities. Many persons, 
no doubt, would be better off with- 
out them. But for a large mass 
of people they have come to oc- 
cupy an important place. 

ointing out the beneficial effect 
of tobacco, Commander Bloedorn 


‘says— 


“It (tobacco) provides an outlet 
for pent-up emotion; it soothes, re- 
conciles and_e satisfies. A _ little 
philosophy inspired by a friendly 
smoke serves to ease an intolerable 
Situation and ‘the harshness of life 
appears less harsh when vhwed 
through the haze of a fragrant cloud 
of tobacco smoke. When an indi- 
vidual can bring himself to say, 
‘after all it might be worse,’ it is 
not necessary to surround him with 
guards to prevent suicide or de- 
sertion. And*there-is abundant evi- 
dence tO prove that tobacco helps 


greatly to inspire such an attitude 
and does jit with the minimum of 
after-effect.” 


In our zeal for reform let us be 
careful not to let the pendulum 
swing too far and attempt to pro- 
hibit’the use of tobacco without a 
careful analysis of the place it has 
come to occupy. '

SCREEN THE GRATE. 


Upon numerous occasions in the 
past, in season and out of season, 
The Constitution has called its 
readers’ attention to the hazard of 
the open grate fire in the “home 
and warned the householder to 
safeguard his family against it. 

In Atlanta alone during each win- 
ter season of the past the open 
grate has exacted a ghastly toll of 
from five to a dozen or more hu- 
man lives, a greater number ‘of 
cases of injury in which the burn- 
ed and maimed victims survived, 
and a property loss running far 
up into the thousands of dollars, 
and the human and property loss 
in all other Georgia communities 
has been proportionately as great. 

Despite the eloquent record of 
the past, and despite the warnings 
and importunities of the press, in- 
surance companies and fire-fight- 
ing authorities, the annual loss 
continues and it is safe to say 
that today there are thousands of 
homes in Georgia which are to be 
heated next. winter by grate fires, 
and the fire-places not equipped 
with safety screens. 

The occupants of every such 
home are in immediate peril dur- 
ing every moment that a fire is 
burning in the grate. Especially 
is this true if there are children 
in the home, for it is impossible to 
foretell at what moment a little 
child may venture too near the 
fire, or a live coal may come in 
contact with inflammable materia! 
on the floor, or a puff of wind may 
waft a curtain, or a piece of drap- 
ery, or a nurse-maid or the house- 
wife’s skirts within the influence 
of the chimney draft. That done, 
the consequences depend upon the 
mercy of God. 

An open grate represents a fear- 
ful and needless hazard—need- 
less, be-suse it can be dissipated 
merely by the expenditure of a 
comparatively nominal sum for a 
screen-protector which renders the 
fire-place safe without distracting 
from its serviceableness or its 
comforting appearance.

I have just received.a letter from 
Mr. George W. Pepper, a distin- 
guished lawy¢r And churchman of 
Philadelphia, bearing the title 
which I have chosen for my text. 
Mr. Will H. Hays was kind enough 
to send me the letter (I suppose Mr. 
Pepper did not have my exact ad- 
dress) with a very cordial note on 
behalf of himself and a committee 
of very distinguished ladies and 
gentlemen, of which he seems to be 
chairman. He closes by saying, “Il 
shall be delighted to have your sug- 
gestions at all times.” So I tala 
my pen in hand to make a few 
‘suggestions.” At first I thought 
of sending these suggestions di- 
rect to Mr. Hays, but he is so hard 
to catch. It occurred to me to di- 
rect “care of the G. O. P.,” but no- 
body knows where the G. O. P. 
stays. Even Mr. Harding asked us 
all to wait patiently until after the 
November elections, and then, when 
he had consulted with “the wise 
men of the east,” he would tell 
So I'll just ask “leave to print.” 

A Question With a Moral. 

My first suggestion grows out of 
a sentence in my letter from Mr. 
Pepper. He writes me, “The clergy 


of the Wnited States are, above all 
others, the men who serve their day 
and generation by keeping the 
torch of idealism lighted.” Then a 
little further on he writes, “What- 
ever the reason, it is the undoubt- 
ed fact that many of the clergy 
have ranged themselves among the 
supporters of the league proposal.” 
This last statement of fact seems 
to trouble and puzzle Mr. Pepper. I 
suggest.that if he had written the 
two sentences together he might 
have solved his difficulty and found 
comfort for his soul. The clergy 
are “suporters of the league pro- 
posal” pawere they do “serve their 
day and generation by keeping the 
torch of idealism lighted.”

Unity and Peace. 

Mr. Pepper with subtile ingenui- 
ty seeks, in his effort to prove that 
the clergy are wrong, to find an 
analogy between the effort of the 
Christian churches for “unity,” and 
the efforts of civilization to estab- 
lish a permanent peace. In doing 
this he lays down this as his pre- 
mise: . 

“Peace is the outcome of unity. 
People, churches, nations, are in 
unity when they think alike and 
act together.” 

, Let me say at the outset that the 
analogy is far-fetched. While 
there are regrettable differences 


between the Christian denomina- 
tions which too often issue in the 
overlapping of work and great loss 
from lack of co-operative service, lI 
deny that there is anything which 
could be called, or likened to, war 
between them. But on the other 
hand evidences of a growing unity 
of spirit and service are multiply- 
ing daily. The united war work of 
the churches was the most out- 
standing example. Here Protestant 
and Romanist, Jew and Gentile, 
found amid limitless differences of 
creed and custom, sentiments and 
traditions, ritual and polity, 2 com- 
mon purpose, and united in its tri- 
umphant accomplishment. It is 
glaringly wrong to say that in or- 
der for churches or nations to have 
unity they must “think alike.” 

No! If we waited for men to 
“think alike’ there could be no 
such thing as- national, not even to 


mention international, unity. Na- 
tional unity begins with the recog- 
nition of differences of thought, in- 
terests and ambitions. Government, 
with its courts and police for the 
peaceable control and regulation of 
these differences, is the first ex- 
pression of unity. And that is just 
where internatiofial unity must be- 
gin. Wars between individuals and 
nations grow out of conflicting in- 
terests. In the case of ingividnals 
we have found that the Seace of 
the community is too precious to 
leave mén to fight until they come 
to “think alike.” We provide a 
court and, if necessary, compel them 
to submit their differences of 
thought for a peaceable decision. 


The Right of External Aggression. 
,Space forbids my mentioning but 
one other objection which Mr. Pep- 


per makes to the clergy being 
“supporters of the league proposal.” 
This objection is found in the pro- 
visions of Article 10: 

“The members of the league 
‘undertake to respect and pre- 
serve as against external ag- 
gression the territorial integri- 
ty and existing political inde- 
pendence ef all members of the 
league. In case of any such 
aggression or in case ef any 
threat or danger of such ag- 
gression the council shall ad- 
vise upon the means by which 
this obligation shall be ful- 
filled.” 

This advocate of the election of 
Senator Harding objects on the 
ground of “the reactionary charac- 
ter with which it stamps the whole 
league scheme.” He calls jit “put- 
ting a strait jacket on the world” 
and protests against any guaran- 
tee which will “perpetuate the ex- 


isting status amorfg the nations.”

Is it possible that the clergy are 
reading this article more carefully, 
or more fairly, than the eminent 
jurist? There is no _ obligation 
stated or jmplied to “perpetuate the 
existing status.” The obligation is 
to “preserve as against external 
aggression the territorial integri- 
ty.” What a world of difference. 
Here is- indeed the “heart of the 
league.” It is’ a defense against 
“external aggression.” There is no 
obligation hege to keep the world 
from changing, or nations from 
growing. Is.there no other method 
of change or .expansion save by 
“external aggression?” Then it 
were far better to “put the world 
in a strait jacket.” This was the 
Prussian method. Germany wanted 
to expand. She wanted Schlesweg- 
Holstein and she took it by “exter- 
nal aggression.” Then Alsace-l.o- 
raine tempted her expanding, spirit. 
And this same method of change 
and growth deluged the world in 
blood and tears from 1914 to 1918. 
And now when the clergy are “sup- 
porting the league proposal” to 
bind this Prussian spirit, whether 
expressed in Germany or elsewhere, 
Mr. Pepper’ protests against its 
“reactionary character” and pleads 
for the inalienable right of every 
nation to “external aggression.” 


The Hunger for Peace. 
There is something truly pathetic 
in Mr. Pepper’s consciousness of 
estrangement from the = spiritual 


leadership of America on this great 
issue. He writes, “It is a strange 
fact that the league scheme should 
have enlisted the support of s0 
many intelligent and high-minded 
seekers after peace. The explana- 
tion of this strange phenomenon is 
the atmosphere,in which jit was 
generated. <All the world was hun- 
gry for peace.” 


Yes, Mr. Pepper, that is the ex- 
planation. The world was and is 


hungry for peace. And we entered 
that frightful war with the promise 
that victory would mean that we 
would lead the world toward a pet- 
manent peace. In the words of one 
who is a living sacrifice on the al- 
tar of that promise: 


“Surely we shall not fail to keep 


the promise sealed in the death and 
sacrifice of our incompafable sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who 
await our verdict beneath the sod 
of France.’’ 

If the clergy of America did not 
stand today in support of that 
promise they could no longer pro- 
claim their faith in the Christ ‘of 
Calvary.

New York, October 9,—We have 
had sO many conferences since the 
armistice of 1918 beginning with 
the portento amd alrgost inter- 
minable session at Paris, that the 
world has obviously tired of such 
convocations and learned to negiect 
the. decisions of these successive 
assemblies, Thus, while the mili- 
tary exents of the Russo-Polish war 
have arouseé interest even in the 
jaded oe of three weary conti- 
nents, the usso-Polish peace ne- 
gotiations at Riga attract little at- 
tention and grelatively insignificant 
comment. 


This “4s, after all, a pity, for from 
this conference of Riga there seems 
likely to emerge a new eastern sys- 
tem which will have an almost in- 
calcuable importance for the world, 
which may be for east@érn Europe as 
jmportant a landmark as.the treaty 
@ Versailles for the west. The 
seeds of future wars, the conditions 
of all the great international! rival- 


ries of the next century are pound 


to be sown and fixed in any docu- 
ment which receives the signature 
of the representatives of the two 
warring nations. 

And there is every indication, as 
I write this article, that there will 
be an agreement. Red Kussia at 
Riga seems much in the sam@ pos- 
ture as that it was forced to adopt 
at Brest-Litovsk, three long years 
ago. Day by day the fact is dis- 
closed that the Polish defeat of Red 
armies has been more decisive than 
it was possible to hope at first. 
Trotzky may talk of new armies 
and new invaSions and ring the 
changes on the millions of cannon 
fodder avdilable. But as he talks 
the Polish armies advance inexor- 
ably and Red resistence becomes 
more and more inconsiderabte. 

* ,RED POWER DIMINISHES 

The truth would seem to be that 
it lies outside of the Red power to 
raise new armi@& adequate to cope 
with the Polish troops, unless the 
Poles should make the unparaonable 
blunder extending their advance 
too far into Russia and at one time 
weakening their own communica- 
tions and expanding their front be- 
yond the capacity of their numerical 
resources. To do this would be to 
invite disaster and conceivabiy give 
the Reds a chance to appeal! again, 
as last spring to the latent spirit 
of Russian patroitism. 

But no such Polish blundering is 
likely rather Polisr advance seems 
to be following well defined lines 
and seeking to attain the military 
frontier on which every possible ar- 
gument would urge them to stand. 
Already Polish armies have occupied 
Grondo at the north and the Vel- 
hynian triangle of fortresses to the 
south and the center armies are ap- 
proaching Pinck and the western 
shore of the Pripet Marshes, the 
sivele considerable natural obstacle 
to military operations, the ‘togical 
Polish line of defense against 
another Russian invasion. 

JOFFE AT RIGA | 

Meantime at Riga there ts dls- 
closed a total change in Red tactics.

This, in Substance, is the old 
situation of Brest Litovck. ~ The 
first concern of the Reds is not 
Russian integrity terMtorial or 
political. No regard for patriotic 
considerations influences these mas- 
ters of Russian fortunes. Their 
concern is to, maintain themselves 
in control of as large a portion of 
Rusia as possible, to use ft asa 
basis for their campaign against 
all the other nations in the west of 
Europe. 
Petrograd and Moscow they are 
compelled to cede territory on the 
Niemen and the Dwina, they will 
do it now as they eid it at Brest 
Litovsk. 

MAY SEE TREATY SIGNED 

We are then likely to see a treaty 
of peace signed, unless the Poles 
are influenced from without to pro- 
long the conflict by tinsisting upon 
mutual disarmament, and this is 
unlikely, since the Joles have still 
the German danger in the west* to 
guard against. This treaty, more- 
over, promises to include the erec- 
tion of eastern frontiers-for Poland, 
which from the Niemen to. the 
Zbruse will concide with the front- 
iers which existed from the moment 
of the First Partition in 1772 to the 
second in 1793 and are indicated 
upon the map by a line drawn south 
from the Niemen through Barano- 
witschi, Pinsk and Rowne to the 
Rumanian frontier west of 
Kamienetz Podeck. 

Thus enlarged on the east by a 
band of territory upwards of a 
hundred miles wide and four or five 
hundred miles long, containing at 
least 3.000,000 inhabitants, Poland 
will become a gation of 30,000,009, 
and in addition there remains a 
possibility at least 2,000,060 more 
will be gained by the forthcoming 
plebiscite in Upper Silesia. This new 
Poland, then, is larger than the 
[taly which emerged from the wars 
for unity in the last century and 
becomes instantly a force in Euro- 
pean combinations and calculations. 

Future Hostility. 


Polish international relations fall 


‘into three obvioug classes, Russian, 


German and French, for in the na- 
ture of things Poland must expect 
the future hostility of the Russiaos 
and the Germans, while her ir- 
evitable position with respect of 
the latter jnsures her the support 
of France. Austria has disappear- 
ed and thus the Poles are freed 
from the menace which contributed 
to their undoing two centuries ago, 
but if the absence of the Austrian 
eliminates the chance of a three- 
fold partition such as those of 1772, 
1793, 1795 and 1815, it is plain that 
the danger of a division of Polish 
soil between Russian and German 


remains. - 

As against the Russian, then, the 
Poles follow a familiar policy. They 
seek to prevent the restoration cf 
a strong and united Russia by giv- 
ing their support to the severai 
separatist movements, above all by 
endeavoring to procure the erectivu 
of an independent Ukraine, exten3- 
ing from the Pripet to the Blac«x 
sea and counting within its pros- 
pective frontiers not less than 30,- 
0V0,000 of Ukrainians. It is for this 
purpose that the Poles have encdur- 
aged Petlura, th anti-red Ukraigian 
leader. Such a Ukrainian state, if 
it emerges, will necessarily be 
united tu Poland by’ the common 
danger of Russian aggression. 

Ukrainian Rivalry. 


To be sure there are rivalries be- 
twen Pole and Ukrainian whieh 
offer the Russians in their turn 
opportunity for maneuver. Thus 
while the Poles claim eastern Cali- 
cia and eastern Volhynia, with the 
cicies of Lemberg, Rowno, Dubno 
and Lutsk, the Ukrainians are 
equally insistent that their fron- 
tiers shall enclose afl four towns 
and the battle between the Ruthe- 
nians, that is the Ukrainians, and 
the Poles in eastern Galicia is a 
very old affair. We are bound to 
have, then, the permanent conflict 
in the new Ukraine of the two 
groups, one favoring~alliance with 
Russia, the other with Poland. 

Conceivably, and in this direction 
lies the most hope, Poland, the 
Ukraine and teimania, all three 
menaced equally by any Russian 
resurrection, may be drawn into al- 
liance and as a consequence in 
the pursuit of a common politi¢al 
end Such a triple alliance, repre- 
senting nations with a combined 
population of more than 75,000,990, 
woudl become a very powerful fac- 
tor in European councils and a per- 
manent barrier to any new west- 
ward drive of Russia, whether red 
or white. 

Lithunian Problem. 


Hardly less intricate is the. prob- 
lem on the north, the question of 
Lithuania. This region was once a 
portion of the old Polish Kingdom 
by the will of its rulers. Its _his- 
tory was merged with that of Puvu- 
land for centuries. But thanks to 
Russian and German intrigue, in 
the long decades following the final 
artition of Poland, the Lithunians 
Cave been roused against the Poles, 
have come to desire a separate po- 
litical status and have—even estand- 
lished with red assistance an in- 
dependent state, itself the successor

Agreeable Frontiers. 


tain for herself reasonable fron- 
tiers on the east. frontiers which 
without doing grave violence ot 
the principles of nationality, assure 
her an irreducible minimum of se- 
curity against Russian aggression. 
These frontiers are not furnished 
the so-called Curzon line, the 
“ethnic frontier” of recent adiscus- 
sion. The proof :f this lies ia the 
fact that the reds, themselves in 
their first proposals at Riga offer 
territories east of this line. 
viable frontier is found, so far as 
it is disoverable at all, in approxi- 
mately the boundary which existed 


rfrom 1772, the date of the first par- 


tition, to 1793, the date of the sec- 
ond. And this line fepresents a 
compromise between the Poland of 
1815, that is of the congress of 
Vienna, and of 1772. 

In addition, at Riga the Poles are 
endeavoring to furthér the estav- 
li ent on their eastern pboun- 
daries of at least t!:ree states ind2- 
pendent of Russian control and ina 
measure either dependent upon Po- 
land or bound to be associated with 
her in a common policy of seclf- 
protection against Russia. These 
three states are Lithuania, the 
Okruine and the white Russia, an 
ill-defined territory whose fron- 
tiers march with those of Poland 
from Lithuania to the Ukraine. An 
‘in these three states bolshevist 
policy is seeking to establish pov- 
ernments which will depend upon 
the reds and be hostile to th? Poles. 

Russian Unity. 

An ultimate resurrection of Pus- 
sia, a restoration of Russian unity 
and the appearance of a strong cen- 
tral government, the return of Li- 
thuania, white Russia and the 
Ukraine to the Moscok allegiance 
would carry with it an instant 
menace tothe Poles. It woul! have 
a similar danger for the Rumanizans 
and under certain circumstances 
might threaten. the whole %f cun- 
tra: and even of western Europe. 
Such a reunion achieved under red 
influence would be at once a chel- 
ler ge to all the west. 

While the reds control Russia. 
Poland remains the advanced guard 
of the west and so far the west is 
deeply concerned in the safety of 
Poland. But with the return cf 
saniiy and the arrival of an orderly 
form ¢@; government in Russia the 
wests interest in Polish security 
becomes manifestly less. All, of 
which is perfectly understoo! bv 
the Poles, who at Riga are sévking 
to guard against the immediate 
canger coming from red Russia an4 
the eventual menace proceeding 
from a restored Russia, whether 
cdemocratic or tzarist.

It remains possible, nevartheéless, 
that peace betwen a resiored Rus- 
Sia and the Poles can be /fassured. A 
co-operation between the Poles and 
Wrangle is by no means outside of 
the realms of possibilty. Even if 
Lithuania. white Russia . and 
Ukraine should presently return to 
such a Russia, either joining a fed- 
eration or merging their rights in 
the greater state; this wouii carry 
n> Ggeadly menace to the Poles, pre- 
vided this new Russia were wel 
disposed toward its Polish neisshtor 
and:-ready to accept as final the 
bcundaries fixed at Riga. And un- 
less Poland can arrive ultiimatelv 
at some amicable modus vivenidi 
with Russia her future must r2mair 
forever in peril. 

Put on the German side no modus 
vivendi is possible. The explanation 
is not found \n any documents 
which contstitate recent treaties. 
It lies back in the very night of 
time. There was a period wheén the 
great Slavonic migration reached 
and passed Berlin and the regions 
Surrounding the Prussian capita: 
were Slav by tongue and tribe 
Then the tide-turned and the Teu- 
tonic wave pushed eastward until 
it reached and even passed the Vis- 
tula. In turn it came to a halt and 
thereafter the oscillation were less 
considerable. Yet between the Oder 
and the Vistula and even between 


region we now call east Prussia, 
there has been for many centuries a 
debatable ground jn which the two 
races are inextricably mingled and 
the battle of supremacy has never 
been interrupted. 


Frontier Question Important. 


In this region there is no “ethnic 
frontier.” There is no approximate 
justice to be arrived at by any com- 
promise. Any frontier will do vio- 
lence to the principle of nationality. 
Moreover the boundary traced at 
Versailles, which sought to follow 
the line of/ least resistance and co- 
incide the principle of nationality, 
so far as humanly possible, atapne 
time cut Germany into two diséon- 
nected fragments and deprived the 


on the sea at Danzig. 

The solution arrived at by the 
Paris conference, so much criticized 
thereafter in giving 3,000,000. Poles 
to Poland, placed nearly 2,000,00u 
Germans under Polish rule. In do- 
ing this it obviously liberated 3,000,- 
000 Poles, but no circumstances van 
be imagined under which the Ger- 
mans would permanently accept a 
condition such as has been created. 
The battle between Slav and Teu- 
ton, between Pole and Prussian 
only enters a new phase with the 
treaty of Versailles. Wenceforth 
every German government, every 
Prussian patriot must look forward 


to the ultimate restoration of the 
Situation created by the first par- 
tition of Poland, which, while de- 
stroying Polish unity, gave terri- 
torial unity to Prussia.» 


Compromisé Impossible 


Here is one of those. situations 
which defy~ the league of nations 
solutions which confounds the 
American nation so earnestly 
the American notion so earnestly 
advocated at Paris that a peace of 
understanding is attainable. Be- 
tween the Prussians and the Poles 
no compromise is possible because 


any compromise does supreme vio- 
lence to the rest desire of at 
least one of tha contending parties. 
Moreover the Versailles solution 
while outraging every Prussian sen- 
sibility falls far short of bestowing 
upon Poland that minimum of adé 
vantage which was honestly sought 
for her by her . western friends. 
Proof of this last statement is 
found in the recent experience of the 
Poles in Danzig when the German 
inhabitants were able to prevent 
the despatch of munitions at the 
moment when Warsaw was in peril. 

So far as any man can fathom the 
future, then, we are going to have 
an indefinite prolongation of the 
PruSso-Polish rivalry. The Prus- 
sians are going to seek unceasingly 
to regain all of the territory lost in 
1918 and if possible extend theif 
frontiers westward to the Vistulla 
thus regaining Polish lands which 
they obtained temporarily by the 
Partition of 1795. The Poles, on 
their sidé must seek to obtain a 
real outiet on the sea at Danzig, 
to reclaim their Polish brethren in 
the lake districts of East Prussia, 
to a and hold Upper Silesia, 
Polish by population and, tn the 
last analysis to give the entire prob- 
lem of a Polish solution by § sup- 
pressing the whole East Prussian 
conclave and thus eliminating the 
temptation to which Frederick the 
Great succumbed that of connecting 
East Prussia with Pmerania. 


Ne Satisfactery Compromise 


In sum, there Is no known or con- 
ceivable accomodation of the Prusso- 
Polish dispute. There ts no solu- 
tion based upon geographic lines, 
for there are no disainct and 
natura] frontiers between the two 
races. There is no adjustment 
founded upon ethnic considerations 
because the races are hopelessly 
commingled. There is no satisfac- 
tory compromise found in history, 
for all of the lands concerned have 
in turn been held by each party 
over very lone periods. :

Germany will seek 
wiih obvious earnestness to upset 
the treaty « Versailles, which nas 
destroyed her unity on the east as 
it has deprived her of Alsace-Lor- 
raine on the west. Her maneuver 
must be directed first ‘against Po- 
land as the weaker of her enemies 
and her policy must revert to that 
of Frederick and aim at co-opera- 
tion with Russia.

“The mere fact that many hotel 
men keep their prices to the top 
notch and exact the last possible 
nickel from their patrons should be 
a decided incentive toward state 
laws that protect the traveler from 
practical robbery. 

“4A good hotel law is a protec- 
tion against filfth and disease and 
shoudl be enforced at all times. We 
do not know of a state that has a 
hotel law that inflicts an injury on 
a decent hotel. The hotel men 
have associations for the tection 
of their interests; and the indus- 
try in general is not to blame for 
the black sheep that happen to be 
in the business. Help your hotel 
chairman to get a law through the 
next legislature insuring, at least. 
safety from fire, disease and hold- 
ups.” 

And How the Rairloads Get Theirs. 

Practically every state service 
commission has granted the request 
of the different railroads for an ad- 
vance in freight rates, but many of 
them have denfed the right of the 
railroads to advance passenger 
rates to an exorbitant figure. The 
advance of 50 per cent on Pullman 
rates, on top of the 20 per cent od- 
vance granted withi n90 days, has 
been denied in Iowa.

The ma nthat travels for a llve- 
lihood not only pays his share ot 
the freight increase, but in the u- 
bling the mileage cost, pays for alli 
the passes issued to favored friends 
and relatives of railway employees. 

Those states which, previous to 
the war and the taking over of the 
railroads by the~-federal govern- 
ment,: had protected their citizens 
from unfair passenger rates, are 
now in a position to compel the 
railroads to go back to the old pas- 
senger rates, provided the personnel 
of the state railway commission is 
directly answerable to the people. 
who made it possible. 

The business traveler is entitled 
to protection from unfair rates and. 
in the end, will get that protec- 
tion, even though members have to 
go over the heads of the sttate 
service commissions, the interstate 
commerce commission and up to the 
individuals in congress whose vote 
makes these commissions. exist 
Every traveling salesman in Amer- 
ica should join with his railronzad 
committee to fight against class 
legislation which affects him di- 
rectly. 

Aailorad chairmen, state, district 
and national, aer solidly arrayed 
against the increase in passenger 
rates. While concedine that the 
railroads need more revenue, it is 
maintained that the inrcease in pas. 
senger rates is both unjust and un- 
fair. In practically every state 
where the railroads are .in political 
eontrol, the service commissions 
have not rranted the passenger in- 
ereasé,. Injunctions have been asked 
in different states bv the railroads 
and the matter of law will be 
threshed out in the regular way. 
It is not too early for members of 
this organization to look ahead far 
enough to compel recognition of the 
rights of individuals, even though 
as mighty a power as the railroads 
plead povertv as an exeuse for ex- 
tortion.

Cat Prices and Go Ahead. 

Under the caption “Cut Prices; 
Go Ahead,” The New York Evening 
World comments editorially on the 
statement ‘issued recently by Lew 
Hahn, managing director of the 
Nationa? Retail Dry Goods associa- 
tion that lower prices cannot reach 
the consumer until they have 
reached the retailer, who still has 
a stock purchased at the peak. 

Stating that in most cases the 


loss of the falling market was dis- 
counted by the retailer on the ris- 
ing market The Evening World 
says: , 

“Lew Hahn, managing director of 
the National Dry Goods association, 
is quoted as follows: 

“It is unfortunate that announce- 
ments of price reductions, as they 
have lately appeared in the press 
have been calculated to create in 
the minds of consumers the impres- 
sion that these price reductions 
might be expected at once in re- 
tail stores. Obviously this is not 
possible, because all retail stores 
are carrying heavy stocks of mer- 
chandise purchased prior to the re- 
ductions made by the manufactur- 
ers.’ ' 

“Mr. Hahn, speaking for the re- 
tailers, is seeing what he wants to 
see. He is disregarding the facts in 
the market. That is the only ex- 
planation of his use of ‘obviously.’ 

“Even more obviously the price 
at which retailers bougnté goods 
has little or nothing to do with the 
price at which they are sold. Ev- 
ery retailer knows this. It is his 
regular explanation of ‘discount 
sales.’ “Stocks must move at any 
cost’ is a truism in every branch 
of business. 


“The only 
merchants is 
make the cuts 
goods, or Keep 
the cuts later. 

“The public 
will not buy when 
are coming. 

“With retailers, no less than 
Wholesalers, the path of courage 
is the path to renewed business ac- 
tivity. 

“It is a case of cut prices now 
and go ahead or else hold up prices 
now, stagnate and then cut. There 
is no third choice. 

“Either means loss of profits, loss 
of capital in some cases. But losses 
are inevitable. The only question 
is how long the period of losses 
will continue. 

“Consumers are all the more 
ready to take advantage of this 
market condition because they know 
that in most* cases the retailers 
marked up stocks as the market 
rose instead of selling at cost plus 
a fixed profit. 

“In most cases these losses of the 
falling market were discounted on 
the rising market. 

“Cut prices, and go ahead.” 


Will Retailers Block the Wy. 


Criticism of the statement issued 
by the managing director of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods association, 
spread throughout the market yes- 
terday—-and was condemned wher- 
ever it was mentioned. “If the re- 
tailers follow the outline in this 
statement,” was one comment, “then 
there, is but one possibility—that 
the public will put off most of its 
buying until next spring. For, ac- 
cording to the statement in ques- 
tion, it will not be until then that 
the public will get the benefit of 
the reductions which the mills, con- 
verters and others have been mak- 
ing right along. If the govern- 
ment would really find out the 
chief obstacle to reducing the cost 
of living, the statement for the 
retailers will lead the way. 

“To my mind, the managing di- 
rector of the National Retail Dry 
Goods association missed a great 
opportunity, when he failed to call 
upon the retailers of the country 
to meet the situation; to take any 
necessary losses at once; lower 
prices to levels to correspond with 
the new primary markets, giving 
the public these benefits immedi- 
ately. Such action would have 
meant the fesumption of business, 
for which the entire nation would 
have been thankful.” 

“The consensus of opinion in a 
meeting of the committee of tie 
Converters’ association and the 
committee of Finishers of Cotton 
Fabrics, is that the publicity given 
to the liquidation in general mer- 
chandise, which is widespread 
throughout the country, has been 
discounted and met some time ago 
by the trade handling cotton goods, 
Cotton goods fluctuate daily. The 
price is based on supply and de- 
mand, and the prices of today show 
a reduction of from 40 to 60 per 
cent, as against prices that wore 
ruling in April of this year. Fin- 
ishing costs have not been advanced 
since that time, notwithstanding the 
fact that the finishers are paying 
increased labor wages of 30 per 
cent, an advance of necessaries such 
as aniline oil, of 50 per cent. ete. 

“Thé goint meeting does not ap- 
prove of the position published in 
the papers reflecting th eattitude 
of the Retail Dry Goods associa- 
tion, is not following the trend wf 
the times and the movemen* ta 
lower the high cost of living. The 
converting trade in general have 
gone through a period of liquidation 
in bringing all of their merchandisca 
down to values ruling today. which 
as outlined before, arefrom 40 to 60 
per cent less than they were in 
April of this year: and the finish- 
ers have absorbed, tn larze decree, 
the increased cost of production 
which has been imposed upon them 
for the last four or five months by 
making no increase in finishing 
prices. 

“There is no question, therefore, 
tha: a feling exists that the retaf]} 
trade should be willing to mzer con- 
ditions as has been met bv the man- 
ufacturer and the converter, who 
have met new conditions ny a radi- 
ca. readfustment of values and have 
taken their losses on their mer. 
echandise. ‘The public are entitled 
to reecive the beenfit of these re- 
ductions immediately.”

same time. 

The time has come, said the man- 
ufacturer, when the retailer must 


ments made in behalf of retailers to 
the effect that they had purchased 
at high prices aud cannot afford 
to sell at lower figures. are wasted 
words, he added, because whether 
or not the retailer realizes a profit 
from now until ‘the end of the 
year is immaterial. The only ac- 
tion that means apything is clear- 
ance, he continued, and the rétailer 
who fails to clear his stock as 
rapidly as possible is going to find 
himself, when inventory time comes 
around, with a stock of goods 
bought at high prices, while the 
new prices for the same goods will 
be on a much lower level. The 
whether he be a re- 
tailer or a manufacturer, who can 
claim small stocks on hand at the 
end of the fiscal year, is the mer- 
chant who will be able to go into 
the market for new merchandise 
and expect to get his requirements 
both as to stock and credit.

President of U. S. Steel 
Corporation Says Amer- 
ica’s Business Abroad 
Should Be Pushed 
Ahead.

season in 1919 the index number of 
the lumber and building materials 
group was 162 (100 equals 19139, 
according to the bureau of labor 
statistics. The metals and metals 
product group, which contains 
many commodities necessary for 
construction, was 152 (100 equals 
1913). These two index numbers 
were the lowest of the groups list- 
ed in the wholesale price groups of 
the bureau of labor statistics. In 
other words, building materials in 
the spring of 1919 were cheap as 
compared with other commodities; 
they were approximately 25 per 
cent lower than all commodities. 

In April, 1920, however, the index 
number of the lumber and bulidng 
materials group had risen to 341, 
an increase of over 100 per cent 
in one year. The average increase 
for other commodities for the same 
period was a little over 25 per cent. 
The index number of all commodi- 
ties was 265 in April, 1920. The 
metals group advanced about 40 
per cent. In other words, from, be- 
ing relatively a very on com- 
modity, building materials became 
in one year very high priced. 

Reasons for Abnormal Increase. 

The reasons for this abnormal 
increase can be found in the short- 
age of building materials, strong 
competitive bidding for all the avil-

These are more or less the same 
difficulties that caused the rise in 
other groups, but some of them, at 
‘least. existed in an aggravated 
form in this industry. The short- 
age of materials was initially more 
serious than that existing in many 
other industries, and by the nature 


of the industry this shortage could | 


be less rapidly relieved than else- 
where. The transportation diffi- 
culties: were also accentuated. The 
order of the interstate commerce 
commission, granting priority to 
coal shipments through the alloca- 
tion of open top cars to the coal 
industry, hindered and threatened 
to stop entirely the movement of 
erushed stone, slag and other ma- 
terlals that are transported in such 
cars. 

Trends and Reasons for Decline. 

The index number of building 
materials was 337 for June, four 
points below that of April, a drop 
of a little over one per cent. Then 
peak has been passed. In the last 
few weeks there have been violent 
breaks in this group. Central 
grades of lumber are reported 50 
per cent off in New York. Brick is 
reported 40 per cent off in both 
New York and Detroit. Neither of 
these markets can be regarded as 
typical because of strongly modify- 


ing local factors, but they show a 
definite trend that cannot be ex- | 
plained entirely by local conditions, | 
and the conclusion seems justified 
that a lower price level for these 
groups is in the making.

factors: 1. The slump in other in- 
dustries réleased labor for the 
building materials group, thus re- 
lieving the shortage in supply, in- 
creasing the efficiency of labor and 
thus reducing the unit cost. 2. The 
transportation situation showed a 
improvement. 3. The 
rapidly mounting cost of building 
materials made further work pro- 
hibitive. Contracts could not be 
made and executed at the contract 
price, and the result was the stop- 
page of work and wholesale re- 
pudiation of contracts. The falling 
off in demand resulted in the ac-.| 
cumulation of stocks and hence'§ 
lower prices. 
The wages of building trades la- 
bor have been greatly increased 
over those existing in 1914. The 
latest figures are not yet avail- 
able, but the increase is probably 
close to 100 per cent. A shortage 
of building trades labor has exist- 
ed. Skilled mechanics were divert- 
ed from this ‘group during. the war 
and many have never returned. The 
shortage of labor resulted in a 
competitive demand for it, and 
hence in wages above the union 
scale in many instances. Lower 
efficiency was also in evidence 
Strikes, however, were, during the 
present season, very few. Jurisdic 
tional troubles were less frequent 
than is normally the case. 


A. F. of L. on Production. 


The slump in other industries ha 
released labor for the buildin 
trades group. Competition in labor 
has resulted in increased efficiency. | 
The disastrous results of lower ef- | 
ficiency have been brought home to 
the building trades group by the 
building trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
the following significant statement: 
“The wage earner is oe. as much 
responsible for the igh cost of 
living as any other agency. If every 
worker doing physical labor would 
insist that production equal ‘pre- 
war times there would soon be a 
reduction in the price of commodi- 
ties. The higher wages go, andthe. 
more production falls off, the more 
the worker is going to be hurt.” 
Labor costs in the construction in- 
dustry are on the downward trend. 
Increased efficiency, reduction of 
wages from competitive wage scales 
to the minimum union wage scale 
will cause an appreciable drop in 
the unit’ cost of construction. 


Credit. 


The most serious factor in the 
construction industry is credit. 
Building involves a long-time in- 
vestment. Investors are loath to in- 
vest on a twenty-year basis when 
they are jn doubt as to the stabili- 
ty of the present level prices. In 
addition, the availability of tax 
free securities as well as of gov- 
ernment bonds drawing over 6 per 
cent has worked havoc with a mar- 
ket for 6 per cent mortgages. In- 
creases in the price of building ma- 
terials and labor caused money to 
be increasingly difficult to obtain. 
In addition, the high price of 
money as a result of the tremend- 
ous demand for it threatened to 
make its use almust prohibitive in 
building purposes. To add to these 
difficulties, legislation curbing the 
increase in rents was enacted In 
BOme states and acted as a deter- 
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larly as it affects housing, various 
plans have been suggested, among 
them the exemption of mortgage 
loans from tax, and the provision 
of city or gtate funds for purposes 
of building—against both of which 
serious objections can be raised. 
General Outlook. 

The reduction in prices of buj'd- 
ing materials will result, on the 
one hand, in the deferring of con- 
struction in the expectation of fur- 
then reduction, but on the other 
hand it will effect a resumption in 
the construction which has been 
halted by rising prices. The tem- 
porary slump in certain industries 
will lessen the demand for indus- 
trial construction. The demand for 
housing, however, is a persistent 
one and with the lower price level, 
construction is sure to go forWard 
in this field next spring with re- 
newed vigor. Money is sure to be 
more available for housing pur- 
poses next spring. It is not likely 
that prices in the building material 
group will feel any strong upward 
cull until next spring. In the mean- 
time, forces operating for a gen- 
eral reduction will seem to be the 
determining factors in the situa- 
tion.

New Mohair Creation | 
Brings Historical Note | 
Of Interest to Trade 


M. D. Cy Crawfordc. editor of 


Women’s Wear, the weii-known 
New York daily trade paper, in 
commenting on the recent introduc- 
tion to the trade of a new mo- 
hair dress fabric, recalls some very 
interesting facts in connection with 
the history of mohair and the cir- 
cumstances of its early develop- 
ment. 

Mr. Crawford’s article, which is 
of deep interest to all dry goods 
houses, is here given in full: 

“Lesher, Whitman & Co. have just 
brought out a new fabric known as 
‘Rouble End Crepe Mohair.’ In this 
construction they feel they have 
overcome many of the sentimental 
objections that have been advanced 


as a dress fabric. 

“It is but a few years, compara- 
tively speaking, since this fiber first 
came into general usage. The great 
Saltaire mills, in Bradford, England, 
were founded on the experiments 
made by Titus Salt in spinning and 
weaving mohair. It is longer, glos- 
Sier and stronger than wool, and 
had been used for centuries by the 
great oriental weavers, but it pre- 
sented certain physical difficulties 
to the spinner, and there were plen- 
ty.of so-called hard-headed business 
men who said it could never be 
spun and woven in a modern mill. 
Never is a word that should be used

“Most reputations and fortunes 
have been made by doing things 
that could not be’ done—until the 
right man tackled the job. Then 
we all revise our lists of things 
that are impossible. 

“If Titus Salt, a couple of genera- 
tions ago, found wealth and fame 
in first geaving mohair—this is a 
pretty good reason for assuming 
that other men might at some fu- 
ture date carry the idea a little 
further. There are bags of mohair 
in all warehoyses that contain fame, 
fortune and opportunity.”

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Eugenic Marriages in England Halting for Lack 
of Sentiment :: America Proposes a Bureau of 


Matrimony That Will 


So many men suggest having set their teeth and having 
started forth desperately to find that one right girl in 
some far place, when all the time she may be in the 
next flat. e 

The spectacle of this desperation, of people unmarried 
and longing, unmarried and defiant, married and miser- 
able—never mind all the other subdivisigns..-appeals to 
the instinct for reforming the world. Métimes this in- 
stinct is benevolent and beautiful. Someti it is merely 
the itch to intrude. It has been very busy of late. 

Over in England, at Herne Bay Beach, near London, 
the Summer School of Eugenics and Civics, “healthily 
matched” men and girls have been studying life—and one 
another. The effect is of an effort to supersede the haz- 
ardous chance mating of ordinary life by scientific pairing. 
John Bull has found need to consider this matter very 
seriously. He cannot overcome at once the awkwardness 
of having a lot more women than men in his country, but 
since this awkwardness has happened it is particularly 
necessary that the matings that may happen be right 
matings, productive of the very best sort of future citi- 
zens. Looked at seriously, no aspiration could be more 
worthy than this. Yet we are told that eugenic courting 
has not prospered in England; that in general the effort 
to establish a standardized habit of selection, and a sort of 
certified, Grade A matrimony lags along without spirit. 
Doubtless the promo would tell us that they are not 
attempting a matrimony without emotion, but the effect 
is much like that. = 

In other words, the British experiment is accused of _ 
forgetting romance. It doesn’t forget romance in the 
Way romance is forgotten by the countries that have pro- 
moted “arranged” marriages. But when ideals are in 


‘ qu¢tion, when the effort is to break away from old and 


mistaken ways, romance asks for a look-in. 
But how are you going to blend science and romance?

Gould is the head, declares that when Congress meets it is 
to be asked to pass a bill establishing such a bureau—an 
honest-to-goodness matrimonial bureau. After the jokers 
are through with the suggestion it is possible that some- 
thing serious may be’done. Eugenics?—yes. Miss Wolf- 
son admits that. The United States sperids much time 
and ey in the consideration of cattle eugenics, and it 
is n nreasonable to believe that it might find human 
euge’ worth while. But Miss Wolfson assures us that 
the on of eugenic matings “would be conducted in 
such a manner as to encourage romang.” She is sure 
that romance need not be excluded if bureau is con- 
ducted in the right way, and the righ y is declared to 
include the placing of the right woman at the head of this 
new department of governmental activity. 

Just how sentiment is to be safeguarded could scarcely 
be outlined in any legislative bill. Perhaps the ula 
must be looked for in the heart and hands of that miracu- 
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‘lous “right woman” who shall express the aspirations of 


the United States. When you stop to think how difficult 
a thing it is to keep the human touch in anything a gov- 
ernment does, theswish to hold from harm the fragile 
flower of love emotion-might well look like an extraordin- 
arily difficult undertaking: for any Washington bureau. 
Yet a woman may be able to do it. 

We have@one so far—we can say “sex” now without 
blushin at we may get far enough along to be honest 
even &bout marriage, and if we should become honest 
about marriage we needn't be afraid of a bureau of matri- 
mony, evén of one that should remark, incidentally, that 
we were quite fit to marry. Leagues of Nations are very 
important, but no league can be more momentous than 
the League of Two we call marriage.

amount of service and, 
handled, do it for years. 

When a china piece is mended, heat 
and moisture, either alone or coMm- 
bined, are to be avoided. White iead, 
which is the very best thing for mend- 
ing china, where there are clean frac- 
tures and edges moderately thick, will 
not stand boiling water or long soak- 
ing in water of low temperature. The 
white lead must be real lead; if it is 
adulterated with zinc, it will be quite 
useless. It should be rubbed smooth in 
as little boiled linseed oil as will make 
it workable. It should be a little thicker 
than creamed butter. 

Wash the broken edges very clean, 
using a stiff brush and soapsuds, and 
follow thate by rinsing them in clear 
water as hot as your hands will bear. 
Wipe them dry, then cover the edges 
thoroly with the lead, press them 
firmly. together, fasten the parts with 
rubber bands or strips of adhesive plas- 
ter dampened enough to stick well and 
leave them undisturbed for about two 
weeks. If you can do it safely, -with 
a blunt knife scrape off the lead that 
oozes frgm the crack. In most cases, 
however, it is best not to attempt that, 
but rather file away the superfluous lead 
after it has hardened. 

in the case of a splintered break join 
the main pieces first and fasten them in 
place; then with g camel’s-hair pencil, 
coat the small pieces all round, fit thm 
into their places and hold them firmly 
for a minute or two. But be sure first 
to try the bits together to Know exactly 
where each one belongs. 

A very good cement for white china. 
not Waterproof but lasting if kent from 
soaking, is the white of an egg and 
qquicklime. Beat the egg very stiff, 
and have the limg ground to a 
fine powder—not slaked as that ruins 
it. After cleaning the broken edges. 
coat them with the beaten egg, and then 
dus them thickly with the powdered 
lime tied up in mosquito netting. Press 
the edges accurately together, bind the 
parts well and let them stand for a 


week. The seam will be white like the 

ware itself, and, if the mending is weil 

done. almost invisible. [t is an espe- 

cially good way to mend ornaments in 
* 


top of: 


fine, white china or Parian marble. 

In, the case of a very bad break do 
not try to put the pieces together all 
at once. Build up sections, let them 
harden, and then join them to other 
sections. In that way almost incredibly 
small pieces can be put accurately in 
place. 

In building up a rounded bit 
powdered starch, flour or fine dry sand 
with very soft tissue paper, lay your 
section over it and press it firmly into 
the sand or flour underneath. The 
paper ‘prevents the sand from getting 
into the cracks. 

For mending glass a thick mucilage 
made by dissolving white gum arabic in 
hoiling water answers very well. Strain 
it thru cheesecloth or very fine lawn 
before’ you use it. Apply it the same as 
vou apply the china cements, but scrape 
superfluous matter as soon 
as the seam is joined. 

A cement that is better for glass or 
anvthing else that does not have to be 
washed very often is sugar syrup, boiled 
until it becomes quite “Tropey’’—in 
other words until it is as thick as pos- 
sible without graining. It must be well 


cover 


away any 


clarified—indeed, it should look 
liquid glass. Keep it over hot water, 
but not at a boiling heat; have the 
broken edges very clean and cold, coat 
them well with the syrup, press them 
together, wipe away the oozings with 
a soft, damp cloth, and let the piece 
stand for a week where it is dry and 
warm. Glass mended with syrup, if the 
work be well done, shows only a fine 
line along the break. 

Do not try to mend glass or china 6n 
a damp, dull day or where washing is 
Steamy air destroys cohesion 
and allows the pieces to slip. Choose, 
rather, qa day that is hot and sunny, 
but mever set your mended pieces in 
the full sunshine. It makes a brittle 
joint, whereas slower hardening pro- 
duces a firm union. 

To mend a broken handle either in 
glass or in china stand the vessel] in 
sand, sawdust or dry earth, so that the 
broken surface is uppermost and level. 
Cement the edges of the broken parts, 
fit the upper portion to the lower, and 
lay over it a strip of cloth weighted 
at the ends with weignts that exactly

In’ spite of Atlanta’s 
distance from the coast, however, 
quite a number of her citizens enjoy 
life on the ocean wave, while Asa 
Candler, Jr., James H. Nunnally and 
the sons of F. J. Cooledge are owners 
of sea-going yachts. 

Mr. Nunnally, who is the owner of 
the Toxaway, has kept this yacht at 
Miami, Fla., since bringing it to south- 
ern waters two years since. Numer- 
ous trips, during the winter season 
to Cuba, the island of Mimai, Palm 
Beach and other resorts along the 
American Riviera, the yacht guests, 
including friends of the host, are fea- 
tured in the entertainment and en- 
jeyment of Mr. Nunnally. The Toxa- 
way has been in dry dock in Miami, 


and is now in readiness for occu- 
pancy and fravel. Mr. Nunnally will 
soon start off on a cruise. 


Construction of Toxaway. 


The Toxaway is a cruiser, built on 
very modern lines and equipped with 
every comfort and convenience that 
could be devised by the Consolidated 
Ship Building Corporation of New 
York. 

The forward part of the boat is 
equipped with quarters for the crew, 
and consists of four berths with 
toilet accommodations. 

The deck house, forward, is finish- 
ed in rich mahogany, and, in addition 
to being the dining saloon, is teh 
location of the wheel that guides the 
boat, operating levers, compass, 
charts and electrical devices. 

Under this deck house, which is a

comparatively new feature in bpat- 
building, is located two immense cop- 
per tanks for gasoline storage. Each 
tank has a capacity of 600 gallons, 
thus enabling the beat to go a great 
distance without refilling, 

On a lower level, but adjoining the 
deck house and about amidship, the 
power plant is located, and consists 
of two very large motors, each haying 
a capacity of 220 horepower. Operat- 
ing these motors at full speed, the 
Toxaway can be propelled through 
water at a 30-mile-per-hour clip with- 
out difficulty. This unusual speed is 
seldom attained by yachts of this size 
with a regular cruiser equipment on 
board. 

‘Next after is the galley, which has 
a@ gas range, large refrigerator and 
ice box, enabling the boat to take on 
at one time 600 pounds of ice, dish 
racks, sinks, ete. 

Then comes the two beautiful dou- 
ble state rooms, each with bath and 
toilet arrangements. The furniture 
consists of bureaus, wardrobes and 
beds, all built in the boat and are 
stationary. Polished mahogany is the 
wood used in all the interior finished 
of these state rooms, and suitable 
rugs cover the floors. The state 
rooms are entered by a stairway lead- 
ing from the deck on the starboard 
side. 

French blue silk draperies, lined 
throughout with ivory-colored silk, 
are hung at these state room win- 
dows, the walls above the mahogany 
woodwork are ivory finished, and ear- 
peting the floors are wonderful blue 
rugs, corresponding with the window 
draperies. 

On on eside of the stairway will be 
found a locker or closet for fishing 
tackle, and on the other side is a 
locktr for rubber coats and such 
things needed in fishing expeditions. 

On the deck, in the rear of the 
state rooms, several large wicker 
chairs are provided, and these add 
grealy to the pleasure and comfort 
of crutsing in Florida waters, where 
the air is balmy and delightful even 
in the winter months.

Two small boats are carried on the 
deck of the Toxaway, one for oars, 
the other supplied with a small mo- 
tor. 

The name selected for this yacht 
by Mr. Nunnally is of sentimental 
value, as he also owns & summer 
home at Toxaway, in the sapphire 
country of North Carolina. 


The Florebek. 

During the first part of August 
Messrs. Harold, Edwin and A.-: H. 
Cooledge left Atlanta for New York 
to take command of the Florebeck, 
the yacht now owned by them, and 
which they were determined, after 
studying navigation laws, to bring 
down to squthern waters, with onlv 
themselves in command. The yacht 
was christened in honor of two mem- 
bers of the Cooledge family, wives of 
Mr.~ Harold Cooledge and Mr. A. H. 
Cooledge, combining the names of 
Flora and Rebekah. 


This yacht was built by the Elco 
Works, probably the largest builders 
of yachts in the country. After riding 
around the New York harbor and up 
the Hudson the party started on the 
trip, which lasted sixteen days, and 
was about sixteen hundred miles. At 
night, of course, an anchorage was 
always made in some harbor or pro- 
The trip was ‘made by 
what is known as the inland route, 
the most part of which is through 
canals, rivers and bays. However, 
after reaching North Carolina, the re- 
mainder of the voyage was made on 


the outside to Charleston, S. C. The 


first night the yacht was anchored at 
the New Brunswick Yacht club. 


Passing thruogh the Raritan canal! 
on the second day, this canal being 
55 miles long, and running through 
beautiful country, passing Princeton, 
Trenton, N. J., and many wonderful 
estates, the boat was raised or low- 
ered 60 or 70 feet, as the case de- 
manded, when going through the 
locks. The party spent the night at 
Philadelphia after this stretch of the 
trip was completed. 


The third day was eyes coming 


down the river from Philadelphia 
and through the Chesapeake canal, 
which is another wonderful canal, on 
which are located many beautiful 
summer homes, ending at the head 
of Chesapeake bay, where the night 
was spent at Betterton, Maryland. 


The fourth day was spent coming 
down Chesapsake bay, which is rath- 
er a large body of water and very 
rough and choppy at times. Many 
summer resorts were passed and on 
account of a squall; the tars had to 
pus in at a small island called Solo- 
mon’s, Island, Maryland. Leaving 
there, Aan easy run was made down 
through the Chesapeake bay to Nor- 
folk, Va., the next, day. Hampton 
Roads and other waterways in and 
around Norfolk furnished the pret- 
tiest water drives that were made. 


Leaving Norfolk by way of the Al- 
bemarle government canal, the yacht 
passed into several small bays, and 
finally into Pampico sound. This is 
the largest inland body of water to be 
found, and decidedly the roughest of 
the entire trip. _There was no sight 
of land practically all day, and very 
rough water and heavy weather was 
passed through in the afternoon of 
that day. 

Beaufort, N. C., was then reached, 
and from there down to Charleston 
the trip has to be made outside, 
passing Wrightsville beach, Carolina 
beach and several other summer re- 
sorts. The outside route was very 


pretty, being much smoother than 
Pampico sound. Several stops were 
made, such as South Port, N. C.; 
Georgetown, S. C., defore reaching 
Charleston. 


Prettiest Run of Trip. 

The prettiest rua or the entfre trip 
was made from Charleston to Savan- 
nah and Jacksonville. This is entire- 
ly through rivers and small bays, 
passing many points of interest, such 
as St. Simons, Cumberland island, 
Ferandina and many other points. 
Any small boat can make this trip 


‘ 


without fear of too rough weather. 


From Jacksonville a yery pretty run 
was made up the §t. Johns river to 
Fort Gates, which is the winter home 
of the Cooledge family, and is at the 
head of a beautiful lake sixteen 
miles long. 


On the trip down stops were made 
at many points of interest, some- 
times spending the whole day, such 
as Norfolk, Morehead City, Charles- 
ton and the like. Those making the 
trip inelrg2ed Harold Cooledge, Edwin 
Cooledge, A. H. Cooper, Charles W. 
Daniels, Donald Mackie, and “Gus” 
Sissons. 

Description of Yacht. 

On account of the taw requiring a 
licensed pilot and engineer on yachts 
of over 50 fet in length, by far the 
larger number have lengths, of 40 to 
50 feet. This is the main reason that 
this boat is as small as it it.

for six persons, the saloon being for- 
ward. he lavatory is in the bow 
just behind of which is the saloon. 
The picture shows the daytime seats 
and the Pullman beds made up from 
them for sleeping arrangements. 

The cockpit is amidship and the 
steering wheel, with engine controls 
alongside, is located at the forward 
end of the cockpit, where the helms- 
man is well prcetected, and yet has an 
unobstructed view. The engine is 
installed in the after cabin. The gal- 
ley is at the after end of the cabin, 
and is completely equipped with 
dresser, sfnk, refrigerator, stove 
bench, etc. There is a closet within 
easy reach of the saloon entrance, 
which is on the starboard side. The 
entire cockpit is covered with awn- 
ing, 
panionway. 

The speed ranges from 12 to 15 
miles per hour, and on account of its 
small draught of just a little over two 
feet, it can be driven places where 
a larger boat cannot go, even at high 
tide. One point of advantage about 
this boat is that one man can han- 
dle it. 

This boat was bought primarily to 
use on fishing trips, short runs, and 
the like, in Florida waters. On short 
trips, of three or four days it has 
many advantages over the larger 
boats, and at the same time afford 
every accommodation that the larger 
ones furnish.

Another boat owned by Harold 
Cooledge is the Isle of U. This is a 
30-foot runabout, being 5 feet wide, 
and there is room for six or seven 
people. It is a typical sport model 
in the boat line, and when equipped 
with high-powered engine is capable 
of making up to 35 miles an hour. 
It is finished in mahogany. and oak 
throughout, having a very hich finish

They were the 
naval architects and builders. also. 
It is a modified “V” bottom of the 
hydroplane type, and when it gets 
ander full speed its bow comes about 
a foot out of water.
